court o]>cned Saturday every one felt tbut it 
was the last day of the tdaL The room was 
crowded and hundreds stood In the corridors 
outside the court. Harper canio lu wlllibi.1 
wlto and little »on. A few witnesses were 
called for the defense, but they gave no 
testimony of Interest except to clinch tho 
facts against tho prisoner. This sore ot ovl- 
denco was RTOWlnjr monotonous to the de- 
feudaut's attorneys, who were asking ques- 
tions under protest.

all the points the Government lacked to 
complete their cane had buen 
obtained 


through Harpcr'tt own statement on the 
witness stand. 


AS haJf-paut 10 o'clock tho prisoner and 


his counsel retired for consultation.

conviction. Ho will be sentenced Immedi- 
ately after tho verdict la rendered. Ho will 
probably £0t ton years In the penitentiary. 
Shortly after Harper had been returned to 
jail at thu c'.oio of court proceedings Satur- 
day he wan seen and asked If lie hud any 
thjn<j to say. The prisoner replied: 


"There is not much I can say at preiont. You

a watch. Prove that you are innocent." 


Now, if the prisoner is guilty it, must be 


difficult for him to prove thai ho is inno- 
cent; bet for that mallei-, if l-.c is innocent 
it may be just us diJticult. If the iirst comer 
were to accuse me of having stolen bis um- 
brella n few clays ago I coiikl more easily 
say that I mis innocent than to prove it. 
"So you persist in your Gi'iiiiili" says tlio 
examining judge to the French prisoner. 
"Very well, I will send you back 10 your 
prison. I hope that next time I send for 
you you will have rcCected, and discovered 
that the best way to serve your own inter- 
ests is to make a full confession.'1 


The prisoner goes back to jail, and the. 


magistrate begins to get up the ease against 
him. It tho uc<:usatiou is of v. serious char- 
actor tho :r.an ia placed mi i«vo(, that is to 
say, that not only he can r.ot communicate 
with liis friends, much less sec them, but 
ho can not even sec his counsel or receive 
any legal advice. Hoiv long is ho to remain 
in preliminary imprisonment before being 
sent to a tribunal'! This entirely depends 
on tho good pleasure of the examining mag- 
istrate, wlio is allowed by the law tu keep 
him a yoar under examination. If at tho 
end of tho year the case is not sent for 
trial tho prisoner is discharged. 


I should, however, hasten to add that, as 


a rule, for an ordinary thcllt or offense that 
docs not require long investigations, the 
accused undergoes only from two to six 
months' preliminary imprisonment before 
lio Is brought beforo his judges. During 
that time ho is brought once or twice u 
month to the Palais do Justice, to bo asked 
l)y the judge if l'he stilL persists in his de- 
nial," These visits to the oxamining judge 
arc most dreaded by French prisoners, es- 
pecially in Paris. They sometimes have- 
six, eight hours to wait for their tarn, 
in a 
little 
dungeon six feet square, 


where they havo neither food nor :iir. 
It is nothing short of torture ;his inqui- 
sitional examination 
in private. 
"When 


in tho ovouing the prisoner sees his cell 
again it must loolito him liko Pnnulisn com- 
pared to tho hole ho had 10 creep ir. to during 
tho day. At last one day he receives inti- 
mation that his trial will tako place, 


But now mark well where '..ho system is 


wrong. Tiic prosecuting magistrates called 
Iho inuriUtraturc dcboul (because they prose- 
cute standing) ,aud the judging magistrates, 
Called tho inayittratnrc nssitfi (bociiuso they 
try cases in a sitting position), belong to tho 
saxo set. 
Indeed, tbe prosecuting magis- 


trate!-, aro in time promou-il to be sitting 
magistrates. The prosecution is nor, there- 
fore, inOepcndentas tho defense is. The pris- 
oner's caso is scltled before* ho appear.--, in 
court, for both prosecuting and sitting 
magistrates have held a consultation over it, 
and tho speech of the prosecution is merely 
delivered for form's sake. 


If tho proceedings of tho 1'oUcc Correct- 


iondle arc dull and prosy those of tho court 
ofasshcs offer a different sight. ATo are 
now :n p. perfect theater. Nothing is want- 
ing but stage-boxes and the division ot tho 
scats into stalls and galleries. Tho prison- 
er himself often forgets his awful position, 
and thinks of tho public who gazo at him. 
Ho feels li!;o a sort of hero, tho actor in 
whom tho interest of the grand spectacular 
drama concentrates. Lndics of the highest 
society flock to the court, duly provided 
win. scent bottles and extra iiocket hand- 
kerchiefs. If, as is the case in Franco niuo 
times out of ten, a woman is tlio cause of 
tho prisoner's terrible position, they expect 
sensational scenes that would uraw at tho 
Port St. Martin Theater, aud they are sel- 
dom disappointed. At last a little bell is 
rang. All are silent and breathless. The 
accused, accompanied by [two gendarmes, 
enters the court and sits on a hig'u bench, 
well in view of every body. Then come tho 
three judges, with their scarlet gowns, fol- 
lowed by tho advocate-general or public 
prosecutor. 
All take their seats solemnly. 


The performance is about to begin. 


A French jury will always award "exten- 


uating circumstances" to a prisoner v,-ho 
may be supposed to have committed murder 
under the influence of love, jealousy, re- 
venge or despair— love especially. 
They 


will not uncommonly acquit a man, it his 
character is otherwise irreproachable, who 
has killed an unfaithful wife or her lover. 
Besides, the idea of capital punishment is 
abhorrent to the French, and the jury will 
always try to lind extenuating 
circum- 


stances to avoid sending a icllow-crcuturo 
to tbe guillotine. And even w:ie:i their 
consciences will not allow them to find. 
these oxtcnualrng 
circumstances, 
they 


fondly cling to tlio hope that the President 
of the Republic will commuto the sentence 
of death to one of per.al servitude for life. 


In America prisoners aro constantly vis- 


ited in their cells by people who cheer them 
up and provide thorn with work when th^y 
come out. In Franco tho only visit they re- 
ceive is from tho chaplain, who exhorts 
them to pray to St. Joseph.
